It appears that Claims 17-19 of the subject original application were not 
considered by Examiner and not addressed in this initial Office Action. These claims 
were on page 15 of this application filed December 8, 2003 and also page 15 in my 
December 20, 2002 Provisional Application where they were numbered 16-18 (Claim 2 
having been added).
